Argentina, U.N., receive papal peace pleas 


Peace IS possible, but first an 
‘ethical crisis’ must be solved

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.(NC) — 


“Peace. is possible’’ but requires 
resolution of a pervasive world ‘‘ethical 
crisis,’’ Pope-John Paul II told the U.N. 
General Assembly’s special session on 
disarmament... 


“‘And because peace is possible, peace 


is our duty, our grave duty, our supreme 
responsibility,’? the pope said in a 
message read to the assembly for him on 
June 11 by Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 
his secretary of state. 


ARMAMENTS ‘ARE a consequence 
of an ethical crisis that is disrupting 
society in all its political, social and 
economic dimensions,’’ the pope said, 
and true disarmament will comé ‘‘only 
with the resolution of this ethical crisis.’’ 
He told the assembly that ‘‘to the extent 
that the efforts at arms reduction and then 
of total disarmament are not matched by 
parallel ethical renewal, they are doomed 
in advance to failure.’’ 


The pope urged governments to begin 
reducing, progressively and equally, their 
armaments. But he also urged them to 
pay due regard to ‘‘the ethical cause of the 
insecurity that breeds violence.’ He said 
this could be-done by coming to grips-with 
the material and spiritual inequalities of 
the world. 


In current conditions, deterrence based 
on balance of military might ‘‘may still be 
judged morally acceptable,’’ the pope 
said. But he added that in order to insure 
peace, ‘‘it is indispensable not to be 
satisfied with this minimum which is 
always susceptible to the real danger of 
explosion.”’

CCS to start ’83 fiscal year on downer

SAN DIEGO — Federal budget 


cutbacks for human: and-social services, 
coupled with continuing high inflation, 
will have a marked impact on Catholic 
Community Services as it starts its 
1982-1983 fiscal year on July 1. 


And things may yet get worse before 
they get better,. says Father Douglas 
Regin, executive director of CCS. The 
agency’s funding problems have reached 
a point where some services will have to 
be reduced during the next 12 months, 
and possibly eliminated altogether after 
that, he said. 


HARDEST HIT for the next fiscal 
year is the Department on Aging, which 
will continue to offer some services to the 
elderly and their families. The 
department was initiated by Bishop 
Maher in 1972 in response to the White 
House Conference on Aging the year 
before, and for a while this spring looked 
as if it were going to get the budgetary axe 
altogether. Instead, it began operating 
under a schedule of reduced hours June 1, 
with a corresponding reduction in 
services. 


Also feeling budget constraints at CCS, 


but not affected as severely, are 
Community of the Holy Spirit Sister 
Barbara Welliver’s program of aid to 
single pregnant women, psychological 
counseling and ministry to the 
hospitalized. 


The total operating budget for CCS last 
year was $1.7 million, of which $425,000 
came from the diocese through 


Stewardship; the diocesan contribution 


for 1982-1983 will drop by about $25,000, 
said Father Regin. 


CCS IS A public benefit corporation in 
the State of California (operated by the 
diocese since 1974 with the bishop as 


chairman of the board); it is expected to. 


“stand on its own feet’’ said Father 


‘Regin, with diocesan funds used 


primarily as ‘‘seed money’’ to attract 
contributions and grants from both the 
public and private sectors, and not for 
operating expensés. 

Public spending is drying up, said 
Father Regin, and the increased 
competition by charitable and. service 
organizations for private and corporate 
grants is becoming more intense. 


Like many Catholic Charities directors 
across the country, Father Regin does not 
believe the private sector is able to make 
up the difference in federal spending 


cutbacks, as President Reagan has 
suggested. ‘‘We can’t even pay for 
existing programs, so how are we going to 
pick up additional ones?’’ he asked. 


AT THEIR May meeting in 
Redlands, the California Conference of 
Catholic Charities, of which Father Regin 
is president, said the full impact of federal 
human cutbacks is  ‘‘almost 
incalculable,’? and added that a_half- 
million Californians are being adversely 
affected by reductions in food stamps, Aid 
for Dependent Children, blind-disabled 
in-home support and job-training 
programs. 

They criticized ‘‘the philosophic stance 
that claims it is in our nation’s best 
interest to transfer human service funds 
from already poor and disadvantaged 
citizens to those who’ are already in 


. Possession of much of this nation’s great 


wealth.”’ 


BELT-TIGHTENING at CCS will 
mean reduced services during the coming 
fiscal year, and possibly the elimination of 
some programs after that. 


“Our program costs keep increasing 
and the amount of money available to us 
does not,’’ said Father Regin. ‘‘The 
problems will not go away.’’

When nearly 15,000 Argentine troops 
surrendered to British soldiers in the 
Falkland Islands June 15, their action 
ended the immediate crisis that had 
occupied world attention for 10 weeks. 
But it did not resolve the underlying 
dispute over sovereignity, and it left 
“unanswered new questions about the 
morality of armed conflict to settle such 
disputes. 


Pope John Paul II highlighted the 
moral and political issues. when, visiting 
Great Britain in the midst of the conflict, 
he declared in a homily at Coventry: 
“Today, the scale and the horror of 
modern warfare. — whether nuclear or 
not — makes it totally unacceptable as a 
means of settling differences between 
nations. War should belong to the tragic 
past, to history.”’ 

THE UNDECLARED war in the 
South Atlantic was a major focus of papai 
attention throughout the crisis. 


In just the first month after Argentina’s 
April 2 invasion and occupation of the 
Falklands, which Argentines call the 
Malvinas, the pontiff publicly appealed 
for peace and a negotiated solution on 
seven separate occasions. 


As his: long-planned visit to Great 
Britain May. 28-June 2 drew near, he 
stepped up his peace efforts and 
threatened to cancel the visit if there was 
not some substantive progress toward 
peace. He sent messages to the two 
governments and called leading British 
and Argentine bishops to Rome to 
concelebrate a Mass for peace with him

14TH TRIP — Pope John Paul II visited Geneva, 
Switzerland, June 15 to deliver talks to the International 
‘Labor Organization and the International Red Cross, to 
be followed by a visit to the European Center for Nuclear 
Research. In 1969 Pope Paul VI made a similar one-day 
journey to Geneva, which is only 90 minutes flying time 
from Rome. 


UNJUST? — The blueprint for federal spending 
approved by the House of Representatives June 10 fails to 
meet the test of justice, said Msgr. Francis J. Lally of the 
USCC’s Department of Social Development and World 
Peace. The spending plan, authored by Rep. Delbert 
Latta (R-Ohio) orders congressional spending committees 
to trim $103 billion in domestic spending over the next 
three years. ‘“The magnitude of the cuts in programs for 
the poor make this budget unacceptable,’’ said Msgr. 
Lally. 

IMMEDIATE AID — Catholic Relief Services has 
allocated $200,000 in immediate aid to initiate relief work 
in Lebanon following ‘heavy fighting there between 
Israeli, Palestinian and Syrian forces. Many civilians 
have been killed and wounded during the Israeli invasion, 
and food, medicine, shelter and drinking water are critical 
items. 

ORDAINED — Pope John Paul II ordained 80 men, 
including a former Episcopalian priest from the United 
States, June 6 in St. Peter’s Basilica. Father Stanley 
Klores of Chicago was ordained for the New Orleans 
archdiocese; he is not among the group of married former 
U.S. Episcopal priests for whom the Vatican has 
established a special program allowing them to petition 
for ordination to the Catholic priesthood with a 
dispensation from the promise of celibacy. 


MASSACRES — The bishops of Guatemala have 
condemned recent ‘‘massacres of peasant Indian 
families’? and called upon the country’s new military 
rulers to investigate and punish the ‘‘abominable and 
barbaric killings,’’ many of which have been attributed to 
government security forces. The bishops urged Gen. 
Efrain Rios Montt’s new government to halt killings by 
both the right and left and said Guatemala’s lengthy civil 
war is ‘“‘an absurd, irrational confrontation’? in a 
predominantly Christian nation. 


CALLED OFF — Vatican lay employees called off a 
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strike planned for June 14 after Pope John Paul II agreed 
to consider their demands personally later this month. 
The 1,650-member Association of Vatican Lay 
Employees is asking wage and benefit. increases, a 
36-hour workweek, and an end to the Vatican’s policy 
against hiring employees’ children. re 

FREEZE LOSES — A nuclear freeze resolution lost 
10-6 in the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. The 
Republican-controlled committee instead voted out an 
arms reduction resolution similar to the Reagan 
administration’s position, calling for a joint effort with the 
Soviet Union to decrease nuclear armaments through 
negotiations. 


STILL DIFFER — A report on five years of dialogue 
between the disciples of Christ and the Roman Catholic 
Church has concluded that the two have a ‘‘unity of 
grace’’ which is “‘bearing fruit, and which is disposing us 
for visible unity and urging us to move ahead to it.”’ 
However, both’agreed that they differ in their view of the 
relationship between the New Testament and later 
Church teaching embodied in liturgical texts, creeds, and 
conciliar and papal statements. 


‘UNACCEPTABLE’ — In a joint letter, 123 Dutch 
Reformed ministers called for an end to apartheid in 
South Africa, declaring that a social order built upon race 
separation “‘is unacceptable’’ and ‘‘cannot be defended 
scripturally. Afrikaners, almost all of whom are members 
of the Dutch Reformed Church, make up 60 percent of 
the white minority’ population of South Africa, and 
dominate the country’s ruling National Party. The letter 
called for the abolition of a number of racial separation 
laws; the Catholic Church in South Africa has long 
opposed the country’s apartheid laws. 


DOCTORATE — For his activities on behalf of the 
peace movement and ecumenism, Bishop Walter F. 
Sullivan of Richmond, Va., was awarded an honorary 
doctorate of humanities from Randolph-Macon College, 
a 150-year-old Methodist affiliated school. 


AID SET — A _ $300,000 emergency assistance 
program for flood victims in Central America has been 
launched by Catholic Relief Services. In Nicaragua and 
Honduras tens of thousands of people have been left 
homeless following two weeks of torrential rain. 
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OVERTURNED — The conviction of three’ Indian 
men for the 1981*murder of an American missionary, 
Father Stanley Rother, has been overturned by the 


: appeals court in Antigua, Guatemala, which ruled there 


was ‘‘insufficient evidence’’ to find them guilty. When 
the three were convicted last January, Archbishop 
Charles A. Salatka of Oklahoma City, who sponsored the 
mission assignment of the priest, said it was a 
“‘miscarriage of justice.’ 


DEAD — Holy Cross Father Francis P. Cavanaugh, 


82, former dean of Arts and Letters and professor 
emeritus of sociology at the University of Notre Dame, 
died June 4 following a long illness.

Diocese losing Catholics? 


An SC News Analysis 


The U.S. Catholic population is on the 
rise, the number of students enrolled in 
Catholic elementary and _ secondary 
schools increased last year for the first 
time in 17 years, but the number of 
Catholics in San Diego — one of the 
fastest growing areas in the country — 
declined last year, according to the 1982 
Official Catholic Directory just published in 
New York. 


San. Diego’s Catholic population 
dropped by almost 23,000 persons, said 
the directory, and came at a time when 
the diocese has added two new parishes in 
the last two years and needs five times 
that number. 


“STATISTICS ARE not always a 
reliable reflection of reality,’’ said Bishop 
Leo T. Maher in response to inquiries 
from the San Diego Tribune and the Los 
Angeles Times. ‘‘Our churches are filled to 
overflowing with the faithful who wish to 
worship, and we are in need of 10 new 
parishes. These signs to me indicate the 
vitality. of the Church in San Diego.’’ 


The number of full-time pupils in U.S. 
Catholic elementary and _ secondary 
schools increased by 32,744 to 3,167,371, 
the first overall increase since 1965. There 
has been a net increase of 1,027 students 
in the diocesan school system here since 
1974, with 15,816 students enrolled 
during the academic year just ended. 


The number of Catholics in the United 
States is now 51,207,579, an increase 
over last year of 757,737 according to the 
directory, indicating that Catholics form 
a slightly greater percentage of the total 
U.S. population: 22.17 percent, up from 
22.05 percent last year. 


THE DIRECTORY, based on figures 
reported by the nation’s 33 archdioceses 
and 141 dioceses, is compiled annually by 
P.J.Kennedy and Sons of New York. 


The figures, as of Jan. 1, 1982, 
indicated decreases in the number of 
bishops, priests, Brothers and Sisters and 
an increase in the number of permanent 
deacons. 


There is also a record total of 18,903 
Catholic parishes, an increase of 74, 
although 843 of them are without resident 
clergy. 


THE CHICAGO Archdiocese 
remains the largest See in the country, 
with a total reported Catholic population 
of 2.37 million, down 12,184 from last 
year. It is followed by Los Angeles (2.3 
million) and Boston (1.91 million) 


Archdioceses with populations of more 
than 1 million include New York, 
Philadelphia, Newark and _ Detroit. 
Brooklyn, N.Y., continues as the largest 
diocese with a Catholic population of 1.37

reporting 1.04 million. In addition, eight 
archdioceses and five dioceses reported 
Catholic populations of more than 
500,000. 


There were 118 Sees reporting 
increases in population; the largest 
decreases were in Boston, San Diego, 
Fargo and Chicago. Other statistics from 
the new directory include the following: 


e There are 357 members of the 
hierarchy, a decrease of three from last 
year; 58,085 priests, a decrease of 313; 
and 5,471 permanent deacons, an 
increase of 746. 


e There are 121,370 Sisters, a 
decrease of 1,283, and 7,880 Brothers, a 
decrease of 86. 


e The number of diocesan seminaries 
dropped by two to 86 and the number of 
Religious order seminaries dropped by 23 
to 217. The total number of seminarians 


is 11,645, down 823 from a year ago and- 


down by 11,318 from 10 years ago. 

e The 982,586 infant baptisms 
recorded was an increase of 38,954 over 
1981 and was the highest in 10 years. 

e The number of converts increased 
by 3,919 to 92,861, the highest number in 
13 years. 

© There were 353,375 Catholic 
marriages recorded, an increase of 2,630, 
the smallest increase in three years.

According to Benedictine Father Paul 


Marx, World War III has already begun, . 


and it has nothing to do with an exchange 
of nuclear weapons —-it is abortion, a 
war being waged on the unborn and 
taking millions of innocent lives. 


An outspoken foe of abortion and an 
equally firm advocate of natural family 
planning, Father Marx, who founded the 
Human Life Center at St. John’s College 
in Collegeville, Minn., and is now 
chairman of the Washington-based 
American Life Lobby, says that the 
million-plus abortions annually in this 
country are a natural consequence of a 
‘‘contraceptive mentality’’ that has taken 
hold in much of the Western World. 


“HUMANAE VITAE (Pope Paul VI’s 
encyclical reaffirming the Church’s ban 
on artifical contraception) is not an 
infallible document, but the content is,”’ 
said Father Marx. ‘‘It is the witness of the 
Holy Spirit in the 20th century.”’ 


‘‘Pope Paul VI told me that he spoke as 
the Vicar of Christ in that encyclical, 
Pope John Paul II has spoken against 
contraception in every country he has 
visited, and (the late) Cardinal (Pericle) 
Felici told me he considered the matter 
closed and settled,’’ he said. 


As a group the U.S. bishops are second 
only to the bishops of New Zealand in 
promoting natural family planning, said 
Father Marx, but he says many Catholics 
‘thave a tremendous authority hangup 
when it comes to the Church’s teaching 
on the sinfulness of contraception.’’ 


‘‘“MY EXPERIENCE as a priest is 
that if parents contracept, so will their 
children. Children learn from their 
parents, and if their parents won’t follow 
the teachings of the Church, why should 
they? And if they can reject one of the 
Church’s teachings, why can’t they reject 
others?’’ he asked. 


Father Marx says abortion and 
adultery are inevitable consequences of 
contraception; infanticide an inevitable 
consequence of abortion; and euthanasia 
an inevitable consequence of infanticide. 


‘‘T can’t understand why the 
theologians don’t see the consequences of 
this in their teaching and just turn their 
backs on it,’’ said Father Marx. ‘‘People 
have no sense of sin today, and many 
priests just don’t want to alienate people 
in their preaching. Well, if you can’t 
alienate people, what can you preach on? 
Nothing!”’ 

“THE U.S. bishops voted in 
December to promote natural family 
planning, and not one of the 316 bishops 
at the last Synod in Rome challenged the 
teaching of Humane Vitae,’’ he said.

‘‘Natural family planning is moving quite 
fast compared to five years ago, and there 
are not enough instructors. But in some 
parts of the country, only 20 percent of 
the couples taking instruction are 
Catholics.”’ 


‘People have no_ sophisticated 
understanding of their own sexuality or of 
the human reproductive system. A

woman is infertile 80 to 90 percent of the 
time, and natural family planning is 
based on this,’’ he said. ‘‘We need 
massive education in the Church on 
this.”’ 


Father sees the great strength of the 


Church of the future in the developing 


countries; he spends considerable time 
Overseas promoting natural family 
planning and speaking out against 
abortion, sterilization and contraception, 
which are promoted very heavily in a 
number of countries as a means of 
population control, sometimes with 
American tax dollars through the U.S. 
Agency for International Development. 


POPE PAUL VI asked if anyone 
could stand up against a government 
armed with the weapon of contraception, 
he said. ‘‘I had my doubts when Humanae 
Vitae first came out because I took the 
theologians too seriously. But now I feel 
it’s great to be a Catholic because we 
know the pope was right.”’ 


Father Marx feels that natural family 
planning should be included in the 
curriculum of every seminary and that 
priests, especially in preparing couples for 
marriage, are in the best position to 
explain the Church’s teaching against 
contraception. 


“In India it is just the opposite,’’ said 
Father Marx. ‘‘The nuns are the best 
teachers of natural family planning 
because they have vowed themselves to 
God. But people today just don’t want to 
control themselves, and much will escape 
you if you look at things only from this 
worldly point of view....”” 


Charges filed against L.A. nun 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — The Los 
Angeles district attorney’s office has filed 
child abuse charges against School Sister 
of Notre Dame Lourdine Sok, who 
teaches at a school which is already being 
sued for discriminating against Hispanic 
children. 


Parents and students from St. Hilary’s 
Elementary School in Pico Rivera, Calif., 


’ have sued the school, Sister Sok, School 


Sister. of Notre Dame Urban Maureen 
Molitor, who is the school’s principal, a 
lay teacher and 20 others. 


THE COMPLAINT filed June 9 
against Sister Sok charges her with two 
counts of misdemeanor child abuse, 
punishable by a $500 fine or six months in 
jail. 

Sister Molitor also faces a 
misdemeanor charge of failing to report 
the alleged abuse to authorities. 


Sister Sok allegedly threw a nine-year- 
old girl against a wall and abused an 


eight-year-old boy by lifting him off the 
ground by his cheeks, punching him in 
the stomach, stomping on his foot and 
hitting him across the knuckles with a 
ruler. 

A SPOKESMAN for the district 
attorney’s office said Sister Sok was out 
of the country but was expected to turn 
herself in when she returns. Sister Molitor 
faced arraignment June 10. 


A group of 77 parents and students 
filed a $3.2 million lawsuit May 5 
charging the staff with abusing Hispanic 
students. 

The suit alleges that physical abuse 
occurred and that students were called 
‘*unteachable,”’ ‘‘liars,’’ ‘‘animals’’ and 
**stupid.”’ 

PARENTS SAID 50 students have 
resigned in the last three years from the 
school, which has an enrollment of about 
320, because of alleged harsh treatment 
instituted by Sister Molitor.

The tapestry of time 


June is the month set aside — in a special way — for 
devotion to the Sacred Heart. This devotion reminds us of 
how fortunate we are in our Catholic faith. We are also 
fortunate because we know how to live in the spirit of love, 
of charity. 


Charity is not a vague term; it does not mean merely an 
easy-going amiability. It is a matter of the will — you shall 
love the Lord your God, you shall love your neighbor — 
and in each case to love is to will the good of the other 
person. Love is sometimes difficult, especially if it is not 
returned. 


If we want to be at peace with ourselves, we must unify 
all our desires — we must make all desires the aspects of 
one single desire — we must love God above all things. 


If we want peace in and with our own families, we must 
want their good as much as we want our own. We must 
drive out selfishness and envy, jealousy and spite. We must 
see the good of the family as part of the will of God which it 
is our supreme desire to fulfill. 


Devotion to the Sacred Heart reminds us that we must 
possess the love which embraces all things. We must live 
and love in the present. We live in a world of time — a 
world in which things are ceaselessly fading and passing 
away and the insecurity of the continuing presence of the 
persons we love lies heavily upon us. 


But there is another point to be made. Things which, in 
themselves, are fleeting exist also in the mind of God and in 
His mind they eternally abide. The life of God is the 
eternal NOW, the infinite moment in which there is 
neither past nor future but all things are equally present. 


We must view the tapestry of time thread by thread but 
the eyes of God see all things simultaneously in their 
wholeness. 


We have in our own human, finite way at least a dim 
perception of the mind and heart of God. When we apply 
even this dim perception to the world about us, it gives us 
courage and comfort against the tyranny of time. 


When people we love are taken from uS (or even choose 
to remove themselves from us, in the case of crippled 
relationships) we need not be lost in fruitless despair. In 
spite of the hurt and sorrow, we know they are not wholly 
lost. 


The Sacred Heart reminds us to learn to see and love the 
creatures of God, not apart from God, but in God and for 
God. 


We learn to leave them to God and leave our love of 
them to God. It is all in His hands, as we are in His hands. 
In this way, the transitory nature of earthly life becomes a 
matter of indifference to us because we realize that things 
have the importance of the eternal present. 


What we require is the loving acceptance of the will of 
God, loving gratitude to God for all He sends us and loving 
trust that if we love as much as we can and do the best we 
can, God will guide us in all our words and actions. 


The way to achieve this acceptance, gratitude and trust 
is through prayer, humility, vision and especially love. 


May the Sacred Heart of Jesus guide us on our way 
through this tapestry of time.

Corpus Christi procession 
three days early 


ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul IT left Rome for Argentina June 
10 after leading a procession between two of Rome’s major 
basilicas to mark the feast of Corpus Christi. 


The papal plane, an Alitalia Airlines DC-10 dubbed the 
“‘Galileo Galilei,’’ left Rome’s Leonardo da, Vinci Airport at 
10:38 p.m. for the 14-hour, 7,200-mile flight to Buenos Aires, 
the capital of Argentina. Earlier in the evening Pope John Paul 
had celebrated an open-air Mass from the front steps of St. John 
Lateran Basilica, where some 10,000 people had gathered for the 
annual Corpus Christi Mass and procession. 


Thirteen cardinals, about 20 archbishops and bishops, and 
hundreds of priests and Religious attended the two-and-a-half- 
hour ceremony. 


The 62-year-old pope made no reference to the trip to Argen- 
tina during the Mass, but in the prayer of the faithful a Roman 
Youth urged the crowd to pray ‘“‘that the meeting of the successor 
of Peter with the faithful of that noble nation, reinforcing the 
links of ecclesial unity that the Eucharistic bread signifies and 
carries out, may serve also to revive in hearts the intention to 
work generously for the coming of peace in society. 


In his homily, the pope said the Eucharist, along with the 
sacrament of penance, ‘‘leads from sin and slavery of the devil 
and the world to freedom of the spirit.”’ 


After the Mass Pope John Paul walked a mile to St. Mary Ma- 
jor Basilica, holding high the Blessed Sacrament in its gold 
monstrance and occasionally joining in the prayers recited in six 
languages — Italian, French, English, German, Spanish and 
Dutch. 


The pope prayed after the hour-long procession at the foot of 
an altar erected at the second basilica, then imparted a 
Eucharistic blessing on the crowd. 

On his 13th trip outside Italy as pope, he becomes the first 
pope to set foot on Argentine soil. 

But Giovanni Mastai Ferretti, later Pope Pius IX, and 
Eugénio Pacelli, later Pope Pius XII, both visited the country 
prior to their papacy.

War never again 


Since my college days, roommates have told me that I talk in 


- my sleep. Although occasionally I vaguely recall my nocturnal 


soliloquies, I had no recollection whatever of a talk which I arn 
told I gave last week during the annual priests’ retreat. My 
roommate for that retreat (himself a somniloquist) reports that 
one night I took the arms race as the topic of discussion. ‘‘We 
have to do something about nuclear disarmament,”’ I said. 


It surprises me that my sleeping thoughts turned to disarma- 
ment, as my waking thoughts and conversations rarely touch on 
that issue, and frankly I do not live in fear of an impending 
nuclear holocaust. Nevertheless, disarmament and the dangerous 
evil of modern warfare are problems which Church leaders are 
now addressing more frequently and more critically than in the 
past. 


During his visits to England and Argentina, Pope John Paul II 
repeatedly called for a peaceful solution to the conflict over the 
Falkland Islands. At a Mass in Coventry, whose ruined Gothic 
cathedral stands as a graphic reminder of the destructive power 
of war, the pope proclaimed: ‘‘Today the scale and horror of 
modern warfare — whether nuclear or not — makes it totally 
unacceptable as a means of settling differences between nations. 
War should belong to the tragic past, to history. It should find no 
place on humanity’s agenda for the future.”’ 


Last week Pope John Paul II also sent a special message to the 
United Nations on the occasion of the General Assembly’s Se- 
cond Special Session on Disarmament. As the:members of the 
U.N. reflect on that message, let us repeat the prayerful plea 
which Pope Paul VI made at the U.N. in 1965: ‘‘No more war, 
war never again!’’

The ordinary way of the extraordinary 


After all the drama and the emotional stress of the 
Church’s celebrations since Advent — the buildup to 
Christmas, the suddenness of Lent, the joyful explosion of 
Easter and the excitement of Pentecost — it is rather 
relaxing to settle into ‘‘ordinary time’’ again. Not that 
ordinary time doesn’t make its own demands on us; quite 
the contrary. 


Ordinary. time is really where it’s all at. This is the 


‘tough part of being a Christian. We can all be fired up by 


the Gospel events of the past winter and spring — just as 
the disciples were fired up by the words and events that 
drew them to Jesus of Nazareth so many centuries ago. 
The true evaluation of our conversion — like theirs — 
comes in living out the message of those days in the day- 
to-day ordinariness of the rest of the time: 


EVERYONE IS capable of rising to an occasion. 


_ Occasionally, we can all be self-giving. Occasionally, we 


can all be truly forgiving and loving. Occasionally, we can 
all be genuinely altruistic and other-centered. 
Occasionally we can all fly on the wings of amazing faith. 
It’s in the plain ordinariness of life that we are most likely 
to fail and flounder. 


Every year at this time, I look out at the beachheads the 
conquering armies of weeds have established in my 
struggling garden, and my heart sinks. All I see is hours

of backbreaking weeding and shrub clearing, and I know 
that even if the weeds are driven back this summer, next 
spring they will be back in force and-the progress in my 
planted garden is slow and often imperceptible. 


It’s ordinary time again, and that means hard work, 
pruning, uprooting and reseeding through the long, hot 
summer. As with our gardens, so with our souls. We’ve 
heard the word, we’ve received the call, the living water 
has flowed freely, but now is the time to cultivate and 
nourish and irrigate and all the things necessary to bring 
the word into blossom and fruit within us so that the seed 
may fall and take root in those people we meet in the 
ordinariness of our days. 


IT’S A CHALLENGE! But one well worth taking. 
When roses grow where they did not grow before, when 
grace illuminates where it had been dull before, it gives 
such lasting joy! When erosion is checked and goodness 
renewed — in soil or soul — who can deny the sense of 
rightness and accomplishment? 


It takes a lot of weeding and some heavy pruning to 
give the Christian seedlings space and air to grow, and 
light to flower, and it can become monotonous and 
depressing. Somehow, we never do manage to eradicate 
all the tares, or if we do, they grow again, so that we 
cannot relax our vigilance or rest with the thought ‘‘there 


is nothing more to do.”’ 


You need to really love gardens and long to be 
surrounded by flowers and plants, to be prepared to face 
the hard work, year after year, and find it worthwhile and 
personally rewarding. You need to really love Christ and 
long to be part of Him to humbly and joyfully take on the 
hard work of Christian conversion and living out the 
Christian calling, year after year, day after day, and to 
find it personally fulfilling. 


THIS IS A good time, because it is in the ordinary 
things of life that God works out His will in us and we are 
called to respond to Him. All of us who call ourselves 
Christians are called-to martyrdom, but it is the quiet, 
unspectacular martyrdom of standing up for Christ in our 
ordinariness and the sameness and simpleness of each 
day, and giving ourselves, little by little, over to Him. 


There is, if we can only perceive it, a great delight in 
being an ordinary Christian, an ordinary person, doing 
ordinary things in ordinary time. Like Jesus of Nazareth. 
And in becomng extraordinary only in faith and love and 
oneness with God. In being kind in little ways and 
generous in little things and seeing the hand of God 
moving in small, insignificant events. In often unseen and 
unrecognized service. Ordinary people can come to 
extraordinary holiness living Christ in ordinary times.

THERE ARE NO heroes in Powers’ stories. His 
priests have to face up to housekeepers who don’t always 
provide the food they’d like to have. These clerics go on 

olf courses, regularly compare their scores rather than 
One Powers’ hero is a time- 
server, a glutton, an emotional-adolescent even though a 
priest. All he wants is to be a pastor, then everything will 
be great. Powers’ priests do no harm to the laity except 
that because they are mediocre, the faith they preach is 
lukewarm. They can go through all the language about 
birth control to the penitent but in the end they will give 
absolution. 


The foolish world loves to romanticize about cardinals 
and plots at Rome, about priests seeking to create 
dynasties, about politicians courting prelates for favors. 


~ Yet, in fact, more than ever priestly life is humdrum. 


Many of these clerics just want to get by; some of them 
who might have been good executives in the corporate 
world take out their frustrations as clerics in overeating, 
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_when a parishioner simply says: 


filling time with trips and vacations and just waiting for 
the right parish, the right position in which to spend their 
lives. 


‘A candidate for priesthood is not some idealized 
person who has never sinned.’’ That’s the romantic 
version of a seminary prospect. The world wants instead a 
normal human being who seeks to serve God in spite of 
his human limitations. Probably that’s what most prie sts 
are. They’ve been around enough, they don’t need < 1y 
more notions of ‘‘anointed hands’’ and ‘‘boyhood dreams 


_of long ago saw an altar fair.’’ All they hope is to do the 


job the best they can, to feel their service to God is 
acceptable to Him and somehow is for the good of the 
people.

and issue a joint appeal for peace. 


TO SALVAGE the ecumenically and 
pastorally important papal trip to Britain, 
the pope hastily arranged a ‘“‘peace 
pilgrimage’’ to Argentina as well. 

Daily on his six-day voyage through 
England, Scotland and Wales he appealed 
for peace based on trust, understanding 
and negotiations rather than force of arms 
— as Britain and Argentina continued to 
rely on force alone, repudiating political 
compromise. 


In Rome after his British voyage and 
on his June 11-12 visit to Argentina Pope 
John Paul continued to appeal for peace. 


“WE ARE NOT witnessing such 
frightening spectacles as Hiroshima or 
Nagasaki,’’ he said on his arrival in 
Buenos Aires, ‘‘but every time we risk the 
life of people, we start up the mechanisms 
which lead to these catastrophes, we walk 
down dangerous paths which are 
regressive and anti-human. 


‘Because of this, humanity in this 
moment should once again question itself 
about the absurd and always unjust 
phenomenon of war, in its panorama of 
death and pain, in which the only thing 
left standing is the negotiating table that 
could have and should have avoided it.”’ 

In overwhelmingly Catholic Argentina 
he struck a theme of the “‘integration of 
patriotism and universality’ as the basis 
of lasting peace, reminding Argentines 
that ‘‘true patriotism...has to take into 
account the patriotism of others, so that in 
tranquility there is intercommunion and 
enrichment within the perspective of 
humanism and catholicity.”’ 


EVEN AS Pope John Paul was in 
Argentina on his peace mission, his 
secretary of state, Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, was at the United Nations 
delivering a papal message urging world 
disarmament and warning of a global 
‘ethical crisis’’ that undercuts real peace. 


“To the extent that the efforts at arms 
reduction and then of total disarmament 
are not matched by parallel ethical 
renewal, they are doomed in advance to 
failure,’’ said the papal message to the 
U.N. Special Session on Disarmament. 


In the Argentine surrender of ground 
forces in the Falklands, announced late 
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June 14 and carried out the following day, 
there were no immediate indications that 
any factors had played a role other than 
clear military superiority of the British 
and the prospect of an imminent and 
bloody Argentine defeat. 


AN EARLIER papal plea to Britain 
for a cease-fire and a negotiated solution 
met a blunt rebuff from British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 


Argentine President Leopoldo Galtieri 
sent the pope a message just hour's before 
the cease-fire in which he declared that 
Argentina ‘‘continues to be willing’’ to 
accept a cease-fire — but the British 
government said it saw in the message no 
departure from the previous Argentine 
position on the conditions for such a 
cease-fire. 


The conflict highlighted the pope’s 
warning against even conventional 
warfare in the modern world. 


SOME PRELIMINARY estimates 
placed the economic cost of the 10-week 
war in the billions of dollars — a harsh 
domestic price for two governments 
already facing sharp economic 
difficulties. 


According to British figures, more than 
200 British soldiers and at least three 
times as many Argentine soldiers lost 
their lives. Hundreds more were 
wounded on each side. The combined 
war casualties, dead and wounded, 
exceeded the disputed islands’ total 
population of 1,800. 


Although the cease-fire ended the 
immediate killing, there were no 
immediate indications that the terms of 
the surrender of Argentina’s ground 
forces laid a firm basis for a long-term 
solution to the dispute. 


ARGENTINA SAID that its cause was 
just because the Malvinas are an integral 
part of its national territory. 


Britain said that its cause was just 
because of the right of the inhabitants of 
the Falklands to self-determination. 


They have been deadlocked over the 
means to reach a negotiated solution 
because each side has insisted on the 
recognition of its basic claim as a 
condition for negotiation.

Seminarian numbers dropping; diaconate being re-evaluated

The number of seminarians in 
theologates, the last stage of seminary 
training before ordination to the 
priesthood in the United States, now has 
‘dropped below 4,000 for the first time in 
several decades. : 


The latest report on seminary 
theologate statistics by the Center for 
Applied Research in the Apostolate in 
Washington, D.C., found that the 
enrollment of priesthood candidates in 
theologates dropped by 6.7 percent from 
4,187 in 1980-81 to 3,908 in 1981-82. 


SINCE 1968, the center said, the total 
priesthood student enrollment in 
seminary theologates declined. by 52 
percent, from 8,159 to 3,908. 

Rectors of theologates around the 


United States, however, while foreseeing 
a decline in the number of priests in the 


country in the next 20 years, questioned a 
projection that the drop would be as great 
as 50 percent.’ 


Researchers at the National Opinion 
Research Center in Chicago have 
predicted that there will be fewer than 
25,000 priests in the United States by the 
year 2000, compared to 58,085 priests 
now. 


THE RESEARCHERS based their 
projection on the absence of signs of an 
increase of vocations to the priesthood 
and the expectation that about half of 
those ordained this year will resign from 
the priesthood in 20 years. 


Several theologate rectors contacted 
agreed that the number of vocations has 
declined but noted that the rate of 
resignation from the priesthood reached a 
peak in the early 1970s and has declined 
in recent years.

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Several seminary officials in the United 
States have said that they are are 
reevaluating the diaconate as a stage in 
the preparation of men for the priesthood. 


In recent years, in some dioceses, the 
diaconate has been considered a final 
evaluation period for determining 
whether the candidate has the necessary 
qualifications or desire to be a priest. 


““THE MAJORITY treat it still as a 
time of testing,’’ said Sulpician Father 
Anthony F. Lobo, rector of Theological 
College of the Catholic University of 
America. 

‘‘There is the unfortunate practice, I 
believe, on the part of some seminaries to 
stress the deacon internship as an 
evaluatory period more so than as a 
formational period and pastoral practice 
period,’’ said Msgr. Frederick Helduser, 
spiritual director of St. Vincent de Paul 
Seminary in Boynton Beach, Fla. ‘‘Such 
a practice can unwittingly communicate 
to the seminarians the attitude that the 
diaconate stage is still a time for 
vocational clarification and discernment, 
a time when seminary and seminarian 
evaluate suitability for taking the big step 
(commitment).”’ 

“In other words,’’ he said, ‘‘some 
seminarians have the notion that the 
diaconate is a time for decision-making, 
petitioning for and accepting the order of 
priesthood.’’ 


AGREEING WITH that assessment, 
Vincentian Father James A. Fischer, 
rector of Kenrick Seminary, the 
theologate of the St. Louis Archdiocese, 
said there is a move now to put the 
internship period of work in a parish 
between the second and third year of 
theology studies.

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“Before any ordination at all, the 
candidates would spend six months to a 
year working in a parish,’’ Father Fischer 
said. 

‘“‘When we started the deacon 
internship program,’’ he added, ‘‘a 
number dropped out because they said, ‘I 
never knew priestly life would be like 
that.’ ”’ 


FATHER FISCHER said there is also 
a movement to shorten the time between 


ordination to the diaconate and 
ordination to the priesthood. 
The internship period, he said, ‘‘is not 


quite the same as being a priest’’ but the 
seminarians do learn about team 
ministry. One side effect of having 
unordained interns in parishes, he added, 
is that ‘‘priests are discovering how many 
real functions there are in a parish that 
have nothing to do with the sacramental 
ministry,’’ such as youth ministry, 
visiting the sick, working with the elderly, 
and clothing drives among other things. 


“‘More and more people are saying the 
diaconate should not be an evaluative 
period,”’ said Father Charles L. Froehle, 
rector of St. Paul Seminary, the 
theologate of the St.Paul-Minneapolis 
Archdiocese. He noted that there is a 
trend to shorten the time between 
ordination to the diaconate and 
ordination to the priesthood and to make 


evaluations of fitness before the 
diaconate.

HE SAID strategies of peace which — 
remain on the scientific and technical 
level and which merely measure out 
balances and verify controls ‘‘will never 
be sufficient for real peace unless bonds 
that link peoples to one another are forged 
and strengthened.”’ 


Assuring his audience that he had no 
interests or political power, or even less 
military force, that would motivate his 
thoughts on dis.tmament, the pope said: 


‘‘M.v words are meant to be the echo of 
the moral conscience of humanity in the 
pure sense, if you will grant me_ that 
expression. My words bear with them no 
special interests or concerns of a nature 
which could mar its witness value and 
make it less credible. A conscience 
illumined and guided by Christian faith 
without doubt, but which is by the fact 
nonetheless profoundly human, is 
therefore a conscience which is shared by 
all men and women of sincerity and good 
will.’ 


THE PONTIFF said his voice is the 
echo of the concerns and aspirations, the 
hopes and the fears of millions of men and 
women who are looking towards the U.N. 
assembly for some reassuring light. 


Those responsible for the life of peoples 
seem above all to be engaged ‘‘in a frantic 
search for political means and technical 
solutions which would allow the results of 
eventual conflicts to be contained,’’ he 
said. 


But these leaders persist in believing 
that in the long run war is inevitable, he 
said. Above all, he said, this is found in 
the specter which ‘‘continues to haunt the 
future of humanity’’ — that of a possible 
military confrontation between the two 
major camps which divide the world 
tu day. 

THE POPE said mutual distrust 
rakes people believe that, because others 
might nourish designs or desires to plan 
wars, they ‘have no alternative to 
preparing a sufficiently strong defense for 
an eventual attack. 


The pope called this approach the 
‘‘philosophy of peace’’ proclaimed in the 
ancient Roman principle: ‘*Si vis pacem, 
para bellum’’ (If you want peace, prepare 
for war). Put in modern terms, he added, 
this ‘‘philosophy’’ bears the label of 
‘*deterrence.”’ 


Reversing this trend is vitally 
important, the pope told the assembly. 
He said only a real renewal can raise the 
hope that humanity will commit itself to 
the path leading to the goal everyone so

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much desires: total disarmament. 


HE DESCRIBED such a 
disarmament as ‘‘mutual and surrounded 
by such guarantees of effective controls 
that it gives to everyone confidence and 
necessary security.’ He said the special 
disarmament session was the expression 
of a judgment that the nations of the 
world are already overarmed and 
overcommitted to policies that continue 
that trend. 

Implicit in this judgment is the 
conviction that this is wrong and that the 
nations involved in these actions need to 
rethink their positions, he said. Noting 
that there are divergent views on this 
subject, he urged the assembly to face up 
to these problems with ‘‘realism and 
honesty.’’ : 


The pope recalled that, since the end of 
World War II, the Catholic Church has 
deplored the arms race and called for a 
mutual, progressive and verifiable 
reduction of armaments as well as greater 
safeguards against possible misuse of 
these weapons. The Church has done so, 
he added, ‘‘while urging that the 
independence, freedom and legitimate 
security of each and every nation be 
respected.”’ 


‘<I WISH TO reassure you,’’ the pope 
told the assembly, ‘‘that the constant 
concern and consistent efforts of the 
Catholic Church will not cease until there 
is a general, verifiable disarmament, until 
the hearts of all are won over to those 
ethical choices which will guarantee a 
lasting peace.’ 


Whatever the area of disarmament 
under consideration, ‘‘we need today,”’ 
he said, ‘‘freshness of perspective and a 
capacity to listen respectfully and 
carefully to the honest suggestions of 
every responsible party in this matter.” 


No disarmament negotiations would be 
complete if they ignored the fact that 80 
percent of the expenditures for weapons 
are devoted to conventional arms, the 
pope said. Moreover, he added, the 
traffic in these weapons is increasingly 
developing in the direction of the Third 
World countries. 


ENTHUSIASTIC APPLAUSE 
greeted Cardinal Casaroli’s delivery of 
the papal message. Several dozen 
diplomats then lined up in front of the 
bench reserved for the Holy See’s 
delegation to greet him. Among the first 
to do so was Lebanese Ambassador 
Ghassam Tueni.

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Bishops’ pro-life director more optimistic on Hatch 


By Jim Lackey 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Publication 
by the Senate Judiciary Committee of its 
report on the Hatch amendment on 
abortion has been hailed by the director of 
the U.S. bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life 


Activities. 

Father Edward Bryce said June 11 that 
the report ‘‘marks another significant step 
toward reversal of the Supreme Court’s 
tragic abortion rulings of 1973.” 


THE COMMITTEE filed its 64-page 


‘Games’ as usual in Salvador... 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (NC) 
— The temporary suspension of a ‘‘land 
to the tiller’? program has prompted 
Bishop Arturo Rivera Damas to say that 
leaders here have engaged in political 
games. 


The bishop said that many feel that the 
constituent assembly’s announcement of 
a suspension of the program instead of an 
abrogation as first stated, ‘‘is a political 
game to shut the voice of protest by those 
deprived of its benefits, and at the same 
time leave the door open for further aid 
from the U:S. government.”’ 


(IN WASHINGTON June 11, U.S. 
ambassador to El Salvador Dean Hinton 
said that while the Reagan administration 
believes the program to be in jeopardy, “‘I 
certainly don’t think it’s dead, and I don’t 
think it’s going to be killed.’’ He said one 
key part of the program has been 
suspended, but overall it is still working.) 


The assembly explanation, Bishop 
Rivera added, has not ended ‘‘the 
uncertainty about the decree and about 
how long the suspension will last; the 
same is happening with the state of siege 
legislators just extended.”’ 


Referring to the long armed struggle in 
this Central American nation, Bishop 
Rivera repeated previous assertions that 
“‘this painful conflict has its roots in the 


social and economic structures of 
injustice, which urgently need deep 
changes.”’ 


THE CHANGE in names from 
abrogation to suspension came after 
officers of the armed forces conferred with 
the assembly president Roberto 
D’Aubuisson, a former intelligence 
officer who leads the conservative 
majority. Besides being charged with 
drafting a new constitution and preparing 
for elections in 1983, the assembly holds 
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power to rule the country by decree. 


The May 18 decree suspending the last 
phase of the land reform program has 
been criticized by other leaders. 


The People’s Democratic Union, a 
coalition of rural and city workers as well 
as professionals, said the assembly went 
beyond a proposal by President Alvaro 
Magana to cancel for one crop cyclethe 
right of tenant farmers and sharecroppers 
to obtain titles for 17 acres of land or less 
in the cotton and sugar cane lands they 
work. The assembly voted 37-18 to 
further apply the proposal to lands 
devoted to grains and cattle. 


MAGANA, AN economist, had said 
his proposal intended to give incentives to 
the original -landholders to increase 
production. 


The People’s Union said the vote of the 
rightist majority represented the interests 
of the landed oligarchy. It estimated that 
some 9,600 peasants have been evicted 
from their titled lands and that 60,000 
more are on the brink of eviction. 


The Christian Democrats abstained 
from voting. One of them, Antonio 
Guevara, said that ‘‘by making the decree 
all-inclusive, the land reform has been 
abrogated.’’ He added that large 
landholders were using the insecurity 
caused by the assembly “‘to intimidate 
peasants into leaving their parcels.”’ 

AS A REQUISITE for further U.S. 
aid to El Salvador, President Reagan 
must certify to Congress by July 28 that 
the human rights situation has improved, 
and that the social and economic reforms 
are progressing. ; 

Upon learning of the assembly decree, 


the Senate Foreign Relations Committee — 


slashed $100 million in U.S. military aid, 
although some $200 million in economic 
and other aid remained under 
consideration. 
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report June 8, three months after 
approving the Hatch amendment on a 
10-7 vote. 


The report, similar to other reports 
filed by House and Senate committees on 
legislation they have considered, provides 
a rationale for the committee’s decision to 
send the measure to the full Senate for 
consideration. 


Such reports are aimed at convincing 
non-committee members to support the 
proposal and, if the measure passes, also 
are used by the courts to interpret the 
meaning and intent of the legislation. 


THE HATCH amendment, 
introduced last year by Sen. Orrin Hatch 
(R-Utah), denies that there is a right to 
abortion in the Constitution and allows 
federal and _ state governments to 


-reimpose abortion restrictions. 


Father Bryce, in a written statement 
released by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, said the committee 
report ‘‘explains the truly radical 
character’’ of the 1973 abortion rulings. 
He said those rulings ‘‘allow no 
significant protection for the unborn 
throughout the nine months of 


pregnancy.”’ 


Since the report ‘‘offers authoritative 
guidelines for interpreting the Hatch 
amendment,”’ said Father Bryce, ‘‘I hope 
it will answer many questions about the 
meaning and intent of this proposal.”’ 


FATHER BRYCE criticized Sens. 
Patrick J. Leahy (D-Vt.) and Max 
Baucus (D-Mont.), two committee 
members who voted against the 
amendment. The two, as part of the 
committee report, published a joint 
statement explaining their opposing 
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lrish Hour 


views. 


“JT cannot help noting that these two 
senators — and probably many other 
members of Congress as well — are still 
unaware of the full scope of the Supreme 
Court’s decisions,’’ said Father Bryce. 


He said the court rulings have led to the 
invalidation of state laws requiring 
medical care for children born during 
abortions and to cases such as that of the 
Downs Syndrome baby in Indiana who 
was starved to death instead of receiving 
treatment. 


THE TWO senators said they objected 
to simply returning knotty constitutional 
issues to state and federal legislatures. 
Such an approach, they said, ‘‘could 
leave to the legislative branch, acting 
alone, the difficult issues of separation of 
church and state, freedom of expression, 
protection of individual rights in criminal 
cases, and the rights of minorities, just to 
name a few.”’ 


Father Bryce said, though, that ‘‘under 
the aegis of the constitutional ‘right’ to 
abortion, courts in some jurisdiction are 
forcing legislatures to fund elective 
abortions and are compromising the right 
of hospitals and health care personnel to 
refuse participation in abortion services.”’ 


The promotion of such a right ‘‘is 
taking on an increasingly coercive edge,’’ 
he said. 


SUPPORTERS OF tthe Hatch 
amendment have been expecting the full 
Senate to debate the legislation, along 
with other proposals on abortion, 
sometime in June. 

The debate could be pushed back by 
other Senate business, such as_ the 
extended debate in the Senate over 
extension of the Voting Rights Act.

Bomb victims: what we didn’t see

between this victim and ourselves. The logic of these 
images is inescapable — such pain and suffering must 
never happen again. 


In both films, the ‘‘hibakusha’’ describe the terrible 
moment of the bomb’s impact and the envy of those who 
survived for those who died quickly. But words cannot 
describe adequately the impact of these images of pain 
and suffering on such a large scale. A foreword to The Lost 
Generation reads, ‘To our friends: These are not pleasant 
pictures but we ask you not to turn away.”’ 


MOST OF WHAT the American public saw in 1945 
of these two dead cities were news photographs showing 
ground-zero vistas of rubble rather than their human 
victims. Later some of the black-and-white footage taken 
by the first stunned Japanese cameramen became 
available but were never widely shown in this country. 


What the American footage adds to this visual record is 
not simply that it was shot in color — although that does 
make it less easy to distance oneself from the material — 
but the quantity of film detailing the medical history of 
the living victims being treated for a variety of blast and 
radiation injuries. 

At a press screening of these films several weeks ago, 
Herbert Sussan, production director of the unit that shot 
this footage, explained that he was seeing it for the first 
time because when he delivered it to Washington “‘it was 
immediately declared classified and locked away from the 
public.”’ 


SUSSAN, WHO went on to a distinguished career in 
television production, said, ‘‘I am impressed with the use 
that these films have made of the footage that we shot 
then. For over 25 years, all of my own efforts to obtain 
this unique body of film to show the American people had 
been frustrated.” 


At the same press conference, Tsutomu Iwakura, 
described how the Japanese acquired this material. He 
said that in a chance meeting with Sussan four years ago 
he first heard about the unscreened U.S. footage and then 
found that much of it had been recently declassified and 
turned over to the National Archives. 


Iwakura organized a campaign asking the Japanese 
people to contribute small amounts of money for the 
purpose of acquiring this film. Since 1980, 90,000 feet of 
film has been purchased and can be seen in these two 
short films and also a feature which is just being 
completed. 

IT MAY BE ironic that it is the Japanese who are 
bringing this footage to the American public but what is_ 
important is that it be seen. These images of utter physical 
destruction and terrible human suffering are not easy to 
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experience and one would prefer to turn away. But it is 
dangerous if people — especially the leaders — are 
ignorant of the horrible consequences of nuclear war. 
’ Hani told the press that he made Prophecy because it was 
necessary ‘‘to eliminate that sort of blind ignorance or else 
we will have nothing to pass on to new generations.”’

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Media Notebook 
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Is poison the best antidote?

I was talking to a friend and fellow critic the other day, 
and he told me about a conversation with a 16-year-old- 
boy. He asked this boy, a Catholic, if he would ever 
decide not to go to a movie because the movie was morally 
offensive. The boy, as you might guess, smirked at the 
naivete of the question and replied that he would never 
think of exercising such restraint. A movie, after all, 
wasn’t going to hurt him. 


Now there are a lot’a people, not a few of them 
educators, who contend that children these days, thanks 
to the wonders of television and the marvels of computers, 
are much smarter than we were when we were their age. 


THESE PEOPLE might be perfectly correct as far as 
they themselves are concerned, but I do wish they’d leave 
the rest of-us out of it. I, for one, don’t think children 
today are smarter than I was when I was their age, and 
I’m quite sure they’re not smarter than I am now, 
another point the pusillanimous seem eager to concede. 


What are we to say, then, to teen-agers, weaned on the 
media, who think that moral values have no bearing on 
their choice in entertainment? 


We, in line with the sentiments expressed above, 
should tell them quite candidly that they’re wrong. And 
just as we should not sell out to our children because of the 
authority some self-styled experts confer on them, so we 
should not sell out to the media because of the prestige 
other self-styled experts — often the same ones — seem so 
willing to confer on them. 


WHAT WE should tell them, in positive terms, is of 
course that movies and televison really do affect the way

¢ Poltergeist (MGM-United | Artists) A suburban 
couple (Jobeth Williams and Craig T. Nelson) find their 
cozy existence disturbed when a gnarled old tree reaches 


through a bedroom window and snatches away their’ 


young son. And when they rush outside to cope with this 
unprovoked dendro-aggression, certain airy spirits, 
released somehow from the television set by their five- 
year-old daughter, take the girl unto themselves. In order 
to get her back, the distraught parents call in a bumbling 
team of parapsychologists, led by Beatrice Straight, who 
has the grace to seem embarrassed by the inane dialogue 
served up by writer-producer Steven Spielberg, aided by 
Michael Graise and~Mark Victor. The direction is 
credited to Tobe Hooper, but the word is that Spielberg 
seems to have had much to do with that chore, too. After 
the parapsychologists. fail, the family resorts to a midget 
medium (not a medium midget), who seems to get the job 
done in short order, but since Spielberg hasn’t used all his 
special effects yet, there’s another outburst, more violent 
if anti-climactic, before Poltergeist limps to its muddled 
conclusion. There are a few genuine thrills and chills at 
the beginning, but once Spielberg is forced to give some 
sort of explanation, the paucity of intelligence and 
consistency at work here becomes achingly apparent. The 
violence, though too strong for young children, is 
relatively restrained for the most part, but the inclusion of 
a gruesome sequence involving the graphic, bloody 
obliteration of a human face is inexcusable, and the U.S. 
Catholic Conference has given the movie an O, morally 
offensive, classification. We’re also given a benign look at 
Mom and Dad smoking marijuana at bedtime and two 
gratuitous bits involving the teen-age daughter, who is no 
more than 15 or 16. In one she makes obscene gestures at 
some workman while her amused mother watches, and in 
another she lets slip that she’s spent some nights at a 
nearby motel.

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they think and feel and act, and we should illustrate how 
this is done. But something else must precede even this. 


I think the first thing we have to do is make sure our 
children have a thorough grounding in Christian 
morality, a moral education that appeals to their minds as 
well as their sensibilities. Otherwise if you talk to a teen- 
ager about the relation of moral values to films and 
movies, you might as well be carrying on in Chinese. 


And here, I believe, lies the danger of the 
if-you-can’t-lick-them-join-them school of ‘‘values’’ 
education, especially as it incorporates the media into its 
method. 


IN THE MOST extreme cases, this approach seems 
willing to offer the poison itself as the best antidote. Since 
your seventh- and eighth-graders are regularly watching 
General Hospital, you, the teacher, instead of deploring this 
in the time-honored futile fashion, simply have the kids 
discuss it’ and similar fare in class and see what 
conclusions they can reach. 


Japan’s bomb survivors: 
pictures aren’t ‘pleasant’

NEW YORK (NC) — In conjunction with the June 6 
opening of the U.N. General Assembly’s special six-week 
session on disarmament, peace groups from around the 
country and, indeed, the world gathered in New York to 
demonstrate their opposition to the present world arms 
race. 


In the midst of marches and rallies, street theater and 
teach-ins, almost overlooked was a small but vitally 
important series of films on nuclear war being screened 
just down the street from the United Nations. They were 
being shown at the Japan Society, a private, non-profit 
organization whose purpose is to foster greater 
understanding between the Japanese and American 
peoples. 


TWO OF THESE films, Prophecy and The Lost 
Generation, are recent Japanese documentaries consisting 
largely of American footage taken in what rémained of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki in the first months after their 
atomic annihilation. The two films comprise an hour’s 
program under the title Vozces of the Victims and are 
scheduled for screenings in Chicago and Los Angeles later 
this month. 


Prophecy was made by Susumu Hani, a well-known 
feature film director, among whose awards are several 
from the International Catholic Film Office. His film 
clearly delineates the nuclear predicament facing 
humanity today as local wars and the proliferation of 
nuclear weaponry turn the possibility of their use into 
more of a probability. 


The central portion of Hani’s film, however, is devoted 
to the ‘‘hibakusha’’ — the survivors of the two atomic 
bombs dropped on Japan. Much of the footage here, as in 
The Lost Generation, comes from that taken by the 
American photographic unit sent to document just how 
destructive the A-bomb had proved to be in its first use 
against an actual enemy target. 


THE INTRODUCTION to this footage is provided 


by one of the ‘‘hibakusha’’ who was 16 when the bomb 
pulverized Nagasaki. Thirty-seven years later, his body is 


a mass of scar tissue from repeated tumor operations and - 


he is now suffering from bone calcification. When the 
bomb hit, the whole back of his body was deeply burned 
and he lay on his stomach for two years, a mass of raw 
flesh and pain, begging, he says, to be killed. 

As. the English narration describes this, the visuals 
show a teen-ager looking at the camera with wild eyes as 
doctors swab his blood-red back. In this terrible moment, 
Hani makes the connection between past and present, 
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Now I’m not against doing this as a first step in certain 
desperate situations, but I don’t see it as a general 
method. You can’t pour water out of a pitcher you 
haven’t taken the trouble to fill. 


One of the presumptions of this kind of ‘‘value“free’’ 
approach to values is that there is no such thing as original 
sin, no such thing as what John Henry Newman called 
traces on ‘our minds and hearts of ‘‘a great aboriginal 
calamity.” 


THE LETS-talk-about-it method worked well in the 
Groves of Academe, but, remember, Socrates was 
capable of asking some dandy questions, and he was also 
presuming not only maturity in his disciples but a rich 
and profound culture. / 


Jesuit Father John F. Kavanaugh of St. Louis 
University, in an article titled Culture, Value-formation and 
Advertising, warns against acquiescing in the value system 
conveyed by the media. 


He quotes to this effect Pope John Paul I in the 
encyclical Redemptor Hominis: ‘‘Indeed there is already a 
real, perceptible danger that while our dominion over the 
world of things is making enormous advances, we could 
lose the essential threads of our dominion and in various 
ways let our humanity be subjected to the world and we 
ourselves become subject to manipulation in many ways 
— even if the manipulation is often not perceptible 
directly — through the whole of the organization of 
community life, through the production system and 
through pressure from the means of social 
communication.” 


THE CHURCH in this country once went too far, 
perhaps, in deploring, in viewing with alarm all: the 
products of the media. But let’s not go to the other 
extreme. We must never forget that part and parcel of 
positive Christian witness must always be a heartfelt 
‘*no’’ to much that is in the world about us. 
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It is that ‘‘no’? — a ‘‘no’’ based upon love — that 
makes us free of the world, makes us free to choose what is 
good. 


And that’s why I don’t think it’s wise to compromise 
that ‘‘no’’ by any uncritical appreciation of the media. 
The idols of the gentiles were once silver and gold. Now 
they happen to be electronic, but that gives them no 
greater validity.
